Tight Security in So. SF for 
Accused Killer of Henry Liu 


By NANCY STEIDTMANN 


SO. SAN FRANCISCO =- Henry Liu's accused slayer，Taiwan gangster Kuei-Sen 
Tung, 34,， was arraigned on first degree murder charges in South San Francisco Munici- 
pal Court Feb. 26, marking the start of a new chapter in the Henry Liu murder case. 


On Oct. 15, 1984, the Chinese Ameri- 
can journalist was gunned down in his Daly 
City home after writing a book unfavorable 
to the Taiwan government. Attorneys close 
to the Liu case hope new information will be 
revealed during the trial to further conhrm 
alleged connections between the Taiwan- 
based United Bamboo Gang and the Taiwan 
government，and prove their complicity in 
Lius murder. 

Tung，a member of the three-man hit 
team alleged to have gunned down 52-year- 
old Liu, arrived in the Bay Arealast Wednes- 
day, atter beinhg secretly fown from a federal 
penitentiary in Pennsylvania， 

Dressed in a red prison jumpsuit，the 
broad-faced Tung entered the courtroom 
Thursday morning under tight security 一 a 
Precaution taken by police who fteared a 
Possible rescue attempt by United Bamboo 
gang members. 

During the arraignment，Lius widow， 
and a small crowd of Chinese and Ameri- 
can journalists，watched from a viewing 
area behind bullet-proot glass，as Tung lis- 
tened silently while the first degree murder 
charges against him were translated by an 
interpretet， Eight deputies，instead of the 
usual two，were assigned to stand guard in 
the courtroom. 

Judge\Wwalter Herrington appointed San 
Mateo attorney Douglas Oray to represent 
the defendant，and set bail at $400,000, 
The bail is a technicality，since Tungs 20- 
year federal prison term for drug racketeer- 
ing，handed down last fall in New York， 
forbids his release on bail. 

Judge Herrington also approved San 
Mateo County Deputy District Attorney 
Martin Murrays reduest，for Security rea- 
sons，to move future court appearances to 
the Redwood City facility next to the jail 
Tungs plea to the first degree mmurder com-

Plaint was delayed until his next court ap- 
pearance March 19 at 11 am. Murray said 
he would seek the maximum Penalty for 
murder without special circumstances 一 27 
years to life. 

Helen Liu，Lius widow，dressed in 
black and accompPanied hy her attorney 
Jerome GOarchik，fought back tears as re- 
Porters asked her how she felt during the 
arraignment. 

“Heres the man who changed my lite” 
said Liu.“It brings me back to that mo- 
ment. T feel very sad”she continued，add- 
ing that she hoped this trial will get to the 
truth . 

“We're not privy to FBI or even Daly 
City fles”said attorney GOarchik, who noted 
the arraignment represented adramatic mo- 
ment in the case，because it will unseali 
more documents in connection with the 
murder。， He praised local police eftorts to 
apprehend TIung and bring him back to the 
Bay Area to stand trial. 

In a suit fled in US District Court in 
San Francisco，Mrs. Lius attorneys are Su- 
ing the Taiwanese government for her hus- 
bands murder. The suit alleges that Iaiwan 
should be held liable for the actions of 
intelligence ofhcers who ordered Liu's assas- 
sination，all of whom had close ties to the 
family of Taiwans President Chiang Ching- 
kuo. The case is expected to_be heard in 
federal court before the end of the year. 

Members of the Asian American com- 
munity will watch the developments in this 
trial closely.、 In the past two years，Givic 
leaders have criticized the Reagan Admin- 
istration for their slow pursuit of the case，

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SF Health Dept. Mounts Offensive 
To Educate Minorities About AIDS

SAN FRANCISCO - The San 
Francisco Health Department is 
launching an offensive against 
the AIDS virus in the minority 
community，and it views the 
minority press as its most 
effective weapon. 

In a press conference March 
3， primarily to integrate the 
efforts of the health community 
with the minority press， Dr. 
David Werdegar， SF health 
director，hailed the local media， 
Saying that "accurate and 
reSponsible reporting" has made 
San Francisco a better informed 
community，but admitted that 
lack of "integration with the 
minority community is one of 
the weaknesses" of the SF's 
AIDS program. He also stated 
that "the message is more 
believable to the minority 
community if it comes from the 
minority press." 

Werdegar cited the need to 
"enlist the minority community 
itself，the key health profes- 
sionals and business and church 
leaders" to _ speak out on AIDS.

Among blacks， diagnosed 


AIDS cases have _ increased from 
4.3 percent in 1984，to 5.6 
percent in 198$ and 6.6 percent 
in 1986. Among Latinos in SF 
the percentage of AIDS cases 
totaled 6.3 percent in 1984，7.4 
percent in 1985$ and 6.8 percent 
in 1986. Health officials 
polinted out that both blacks 
and Hispanlics have more AIDS 
cases Telated to TIV drug nuse 
than Asians.

Ironically， Alker attributes 
her early academic Success to 
her mother's desire that she be 
an intellectual "companion'" to 
her older brother，who was also 
the eldest son. "My mother 
cncouraged me to go as far as 
I could so that I could serve as 
a companion to my brother，to 
help Ha Succeed." 

Although Alker finished high 
School in Hong 开 ong earlier 
than her older brother and was 
cager to attend college in US， 
her mother held her back one 
year Until he was also ready to 
attend. Alker had three Scho- 
larshlips in college. She also 
worked part time and helped 
her brother _ academically. 
Graduating before him with 
degrees in mathematics and 
muslic，Alker found a job to 
help pay for the rest of his 
college education，

her role as a dutiful sister and 
daughter. "It was a real ques- 
tionning beriod.

But Alker 1S not bitter overT 
her early family obligations， "I 
realized that II was given a 
mlssion，a sense of destiny . . . 
it gave me 3a focus，something 
to Strive for. Young people 
today lack that sense of direc- 
tion." 

When Alker graduated from 
college ln 1964，she found as a 
women and a non-citizen，Sshe 
was virtually unemployable， But 
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perSeverence palid off. After a 
year of working as 3a book- 
keeper，She was hired by Gen- 
craiREicctrrcsaseanstechpnical 
typlst. Within Six months，she 
managed to get a position as 3 
Software engineer and remained 
on the _ technical end of the 
computer industry for the next 


13 years. 

In 1976， she Switched to 
marketing -- "the best move ITI 
ever made.” Hindsight makes it 


look 1ke a natural progression， 
but eleven years ago it was 
rare that 3a Successful engineer 
would  _ cross from Software 
deslign to the highly imperfect 
art of marketing. 

Alker's assertive approach to 
life came into conflict with her 
first husband's idea of what a 
wife Should be. "He was much 
older -- 11 years -- and a tradi- 
tional Chinese man. Over the 
yearSs， we grew very much 
apart. It became obvious that 工 
was not the _ traditional Chinese 
wife." 

"It was very bad. 工 knew 
five-Seven years before (that it 
wasn't goling to work)，but I 
didn't have the courage to do 
anything about it. I hung on. 
The Chinese culture doesn':t 
allow divorce. Ifelt so guilty. 
TI _ thought Id be ostracized by 
my family. But instead they 
Were very Supportive，once they 
realized that (if we stayed 
together) both of us would be 


- Imiserable and (we'"d be) throw- 


ing OUIT lives away.” 


了 上 MOTIONAL ANCHOR 


Alker considers her family to 
be her "emotional anchor.” She 
credlts Stephen，her husband of 
nine years and her 15S-year-old 
Son from her first marriage 
with allowing her the freedom 
to pursue her ambitions. With- 
out thelir Support She wouldn':t 
have been able to "face the 
business world which is a very 


treacherous place，There would 
be no meaning，no Significance 
to (my) success without my 
family.” 

Alker?s path to a harmonious 
family life is to Spend most 
weekends at home with her 
husband，set weekly “dates” wlth 
her adolescent Son，and take 
"gardening” weekends with her 
husband out of town every 
four to SiX weeks -- "to woOrk 


on the “garden” of thelir rela-- 
tionShip.” 
When Alker made plans to 


start Counterpolint，Sshe and her 
husband，who 1s a financial 
consultant for Small businesses， 
made an agreement.， "We knew 
that one of us had to back 
off -- not take on as heavy a 
load.， The (male-female) Toles 
were Teversed. Something had 
to0 give. ft"s not easy for a 
man to take the more Support- 
ive role in a relationship." 
"When I come home from an 
esSpecially bad day at work，[I 
typlcally choose not to talk 
about 1lt. 工 would just be reliv- 
ing a bad day and that would 
be no use. The more you talk 
about lt the more it Stays with 
you， If I need to，I might 
bring it up on the weekend 
When LEm not SO pressured and 
I feel ICcan bring=it up." 
Alker，who faced hardship at 
a Very early age when the 
entire=family fortune was 1lost 
during the 1949 Chinese Revo- 
lution，has no regrets about the 
ups and downs of her 1ife. 
"They are all part of the jour- 
ney we must go through in 
life.” She also counsels her 
employees and co-workers not 
to feel bad abont failures.， "If 
you work very hard and do 
everything right and still you 
do not get what you're after， 
then it's not meant to be Go 
on. Not everything you Set out 
to do will happen. The key is 
to try to do the best you can."

OAKLAND - The recent con- 
Itroversy SUrrounding the use of 
gill nets to fish in the San 
Erancisco Bay Area appears to 
, 运 volve more than the 1life or 
ideath of sea mammals and 
birds. The nets may threaten 
Imarine life with extinction，bnut 
au blanket restriction removes a 
whole group of people from 
their only means of making a 
jliving. FEew alternatives are 
10pen to the Vietnamese fisher- 
1men. 

The founding of the Vietna- 
Imese Fishermen Association of 
LAmerica (VEAA) was a direct 
iTresult of the passage in 1983 of 
iSenate Bill 2266，which grceatly 
Ilimited the use of gill nets in 
lorder to reduce accidental 
ideaths of porpoises，sea otters， 
idiving birds，and other marine 
lanimals.。 Because this type of 
inet，cheap to make，is used by 
Ininety percent of Vietnamese 
fishermen，the passage .of the 
legislation Severely threatened 
lthie livelihood of the men， 
|almost all of whom are refu- 
,gees with 1limited ability to 
| speak English. 

| Needing immediate legal and 
financial help， the fishermen 
lapproached a San Francisco 
lagency， whose employment 
idirector，Chieu Pham，responded 


by mediating between the fish- 


grammar and Syntax，oOrganiza- 


ermen and the Department of 
Fish and Game in an effort to 
revise the harsh restrictions of 
the legislation. After a group 
formed as the Vietnamese Fish- 
ermen Association of America， 
Chieu became its first executive 
director. 

According to Pham，the main 
purpose of the VEFAA is to 
reSist the attempts of environ- 
mentalist Sroups and Sports 
fishermen to completely ban 
glll nets: California 1aw 
dictates that non-US citizens 
are prohibited from owning 
fishing vessels with a net 
weight of more than three tons， 
which are needed for 1larger 
fishing operations. 

Other alternatives to gill net 
fishing， Such as fishing for 
herring and anchovy，Trequire 
Skills and capital to which the

The Gill Net Controversy Confronts 
Vietnamese Fishermens Association 


Vietnamese have 1little access. 
The VFAA，says Pham， is 
fighting "an uphill battle. The 
real lssue to me is the misun- 
derstanding [between both 
sides].， Immigrants from Europe 
had to go through similar hard- 
Ships，but after they"ve been in 
this country for a while，they 


forget. They begin to 
think， “This is my ocean，my 
fish." 


The association 1lobbied for 
the revising of State Senate Bill 
346，which allows more Vietna- 
mese fishermen to fish within 
California's three mile limt. As 
3a Tesult of VFAA'Ss efforts to 
inform the ， Vietnamese of 
recent legislation， fishing 
violations in the Bay Area have 
decreased by fifty percent 

Most significant is state 
authorities permitting VEFAA to 
experiment catching white 
croaker with the pair trawling 
method，a favored alternative 
to the gill net technique. 
Ultimately，Pham would 1like to

see the formation of a Vietna-

But every year the gill net 
restrictions become tighter， an 
indication to Pham that the 
nets will eventually be banned. 
He admits: "IT used to have big 
dreams，but not anymore. Any 
little thing I can accomplish is 
an achievement，but they”"re just 
drops in the bucket."
